Home Sales Drop 
in October 


Tile SaskaUK)!! Region Associa¬ 
tion of Realtors reported that 
the Saskatoon housing market 
saw sales drop 23 per cent in 
October, compared with the 
previous yean Tliere wre 215 
units sold in October, f)5 lielow 
the 2H0 home sales in October, 
2007, tlie association reported 
in its mondily news release* 

Year to date. 3,182 homes 
have been purcliased, down 19 
per cent from 2007, when 3,918 
homes had been sold. 
SaskatcKm real estate agents sold 
$920,H()7dM)0 word! of residen¬ 
tial real estate up to the end of 
October, a two per cent increase 
frotn 2007. Total MLS sales ex¬ 
ceeded 1.1 billion dollars, down 
one jier cent from last year at die 
same time. 

Tlie average residential sell¬ 
ing price for October remained 
strong at $285,310, a 12 per 
cent rise from $2,55,739 during 
the same period last ^-ear. Year 
to date, the average price stands 
at $289,399, np 2f) jier cent over 
the year. Tlie average price veri¬ 
fies significant activity in die mid 
to upjier price range homes. 
The a:\'erage residential [>rice is 
derived by taking the nuintli’s 
dollar volume ofhomes sold and 


dfridiiig diat number h)' die unit 
sales number. 

October 2008 inventory' lev¬ 
els continued to provide buy'ers 
w'ith excel lent choice, the asso- 
ciadon said. Saskatoon real es¬ 
tate agents listed 695 homes in 
October, up 30 per cent frr>m 
October 2007 when 535 homes 
were placed on the market for 
sale. Year to date, agents liave 
listed 7,467 homes. At nitmth 
end, home buyers had 1667 
fiomes to select from. This 
number represents more dian 
double the properties a\'ailable 
to purchase at diis time last year, 
the association rejiorted. 

‘‘The significant increase in 
listing inventor)’ is tiue to sev¬ 
eral factors,’’ the assticlation 
said. “The market frenzy of 
2007 saw' much speculation 
w'ith many investors purdiasing 
numerous properties to reno¬ 
vate and flijj. Many individuals 
built several new' homes to sell. 
Local investors and builders 
also step]>ed up to the plate and 
[purchased homes and apart¬ 
ment blocLs for conversion to 
coirdomiriiunis. 

“Some local buyers, who tra¬ 
ditionally would liave sold their 
currem home and dien bought 
a new one, bougjit a new one hut 
did not sell their exisdng Ijome 
s[)eculating that the market 
w'ould go up. Tliese and other 


reasons are why so many prf)|>- 
erties liave been placed on tlie 
market at this time. It will take a 
few' months for diis inventory' to 
return to a more iiomial level. In 
die interim some property own¬ 
ers are renting dieir homes uddi 
the intention of placing their 
homes back on die market in 
S[)riiig. 

“Home sale numbers and 
firices w'il! soften for a short |>e- 
riod of time during this correc¬ 
tion period and will likely begin 
to increase again in 2009 at a 
much slower rate tlian ex|ieri- 


enced in the last 5vo years. 

“As we gt) thrtmgh diis cor¬ 
rection period, home owmers 
will liave to recalculate their ex¬ 
pectations w'hen pricing their 
homes and ex|>ect a longer jie- 
riod of lime for dieir home to 
sell. 

“Consumers should he re¬ 
minded tiiat markets are cy cli¬ 
cal. When w'e look back at mar¬ 
kets that we have been dirough, 
we can look at the late 1980s 
w'lien W'e had mugldy die same 
number of properties on the 
market. We had few'er buyers as

’An additional factor to con¬ 
sider during die 80s was w*e liad 
double digit interest rates versus 
sin^e dij^t interest rates that w e 
enjoy today* For example iti the 
8Os a $50dKK) mortage at 19 
per cent had a $934 Priticijial, 
Interest and Taxes (PIT) pay¬ 
ment. Higher interest rates 
made servicing tlie debt some¬ 
what tllfficuh* Markets are cv'di- 
cat and W'e are again going 
tliiTougli a correction period and 
following tliat tlie market will 
resume, maybe not at the exact 
same level but it will rebound 
again. 

“Saskatoon and all of Sas- 
katcliew'an will he imjiacted by 
tlie recent global financial situ¬ 
ation but w'hen compared to 
other areiis in Canada or Nortli 
America going tlirougli this t>e- 
riod of time in our liistor), Sas¬ 
katchewan is likely to be one of 
die best [ilaces to Iwe.”

Building Permits 
Hit Record Levels 


Saskatchewan's building per¬ 
mits totalled $547.5 million in 
September 2008. die highest 
amount ever on record, beating 
die |>revious record set in July 
2008 ($298*0 million). 

In September 2008,building 


[>erinits in tlie province were u|i 
142*2 per cent ov^r last Septem¬ 
ber, the liighesi percentage In¬ 
crease in Canada (seasonally 
unadjusted). Nationally, build¬ 
ing (lemiits increased by only 
9*1 percent 

“Wlien you are dealing widi 
numbers ofdiis magnitude.it is 
hard to fathom tliat w'e are deal¬ 
ing with such hardsliips in die 
national economy” Enteqmse 
and Innovation Minister Lyle 
Stewart said. 'Aldiougli we can¬ 
not be tfjo ovner confident, it is 
very difficult to hide die fact w^ 
are dealing whh the best build¬ 
ing [permit numbers ever in die 
bistor)'^ of our pmvince - that Is 
amazing.” 

Tlie value of residential per¬ 
mits w'as up by 14,7 per cent in 
die province beiw'een Septem¬ 
ber 2007 and September 2008* 
N o n - r e si d en lia 1 cons tr uct lo n 
increased by 529*5 per cent to 
$249*7 million during that same 
periotl. 

On a seasonally adjusted ba¬ 
sis, building pemiit increases 
also recorded the liigbest per- 
centagie increases in the nation, 
up 115*2 per cent betw’een Au¬ 
gust 2008 anti September 2008* 
On the nadoiial front, jiermiLs 
were up 15*4 per cent* 

“We are very encouraged by 
these numbers, and are confi¬ 
dent the new' tax dianges w-e 
have implemented along wndi 
the strong fiscal nianagement 
will help to encourage turdier 
investment* and continue the 
building boom in tlie province,” 
Stewart said.

Regina, wliidi registered no 
mnndih^ price changeio Aug^st, 
had the second liighest annual 
incTease for sur\e\'ed Caiiailian 
cities at 2.1*1 per cent.

Housing in 
Pleasant Hill 


The Ci t y of Saskatotxn C i )m mu - 
nity Ser\ices Department re¬ 
ceived four proposals for the 


Pleasant Hill Revitalisation 
Project. 

Of tlie four proposals, two 
were ranked higl Jy by the Pleas¬ 
ant I lili Review Committee: one 
from Cenilh Energy^ Corpora¬ 
tion, an Ontario coinjiany, and 
one from the Affordable New 
Home Development Founda¬ 
tion. 

The proposal from Cenitb 
Energy^ Corporation (Ontario) 
w'ill introduce a new kind of 


housing |)roduct to Saskatoon, 
manufactured entirely from (ac¬ 
tor)' built, pre-fabricated a>m- 
ponents. Tliis t)yie of housing 
is extretiieh energy^ efiicient, 
with estimates as liigh as 70 jier 
cent more energy efficient tlian 
conventional liousiug. The 
housing product exceeds 
Energy'Star and R2000 stand¬ 
ards. Their pmjiosal is (or .56 
units in total. The average cost 
to construct the divellings only 
is estimated to be $140 per 
square foot 

The Affordable New Horne 
Development Foundation sub¬ 
mitted a (iroposal to build tliree 
innovative ‘‘big house” designs. 
Tlie foundation has contracted 
with tliree small local builders 
to offer training opiiortunities to 
young skilled tradespeople 
throughout the construction 
[irocess, Tlie tliree companies 
will be mentored by two larger, 
more experienced hoiisitig 
firms, North Prairie and 
Nortliridge Developments. Tlie 
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“Big llouse^ design is a new 
form of stacked townbouses, 
containing 12 dwellings eacli* 
for a total of36 units. It is a ver)^ 
neiglibourliood friendly design 
witJi patios, pordies, andbalco- 
rues, and each unit lias view^s m 
two directions,TI jc units will lie 
built to Energv'Star specifica¬ 
tions, Tlie average cost to con¬ 
struct the dwellings only is esti¬ 
mated to be $120 to $160 per 
square fooL 

The City of SaskatfMin review 
corfiniiltee ranked botli |>ropofl- 
als higlily, but die pro|MKsal from 
die foundation fell short in some 
areas, Tlie Cenidi pro|M>sal will 
bnng new building technologies 
to Saskatoon and significantly 
reduce the operating costs of 
liousing for the owners by ex¬ 
ceeding Energj Star and R200() 
speciflcadoas. Ills a ais mm built 
design wliich w'lll liave input 
fnini tlie review' aimniittee mem¬ 
bers and Cress Housing, Habi¬ 
tat for I lunianity, and Quint De¬ 
velopment Coqjoration. 


In recognition of the strong 
j>ro|)osal submitted by Afford¬ 
able New Home Develojnuetit 
Foundation (ANI IDF), the Ad- 
oiimstration is recommending 
entering into negotiations w'lth 
the ANIIDF to tr>^ and secure 
the development of bousing 
units on future devebipment 
parcels widiin die Pleasant Hill 
Rev'italizadon area. 

The proposals were brought 
before city council on October 
27, Council voted unanimously 
to defer discussion to a sched¬ 
uled COmndttee meeting die fiil- 
low'ing w'eek. widi a council de¬ 
cision exjiected in November,

at die univ'ersity. Tlie project 
would be located near the 
Williams Building on Cumber¬ 
land Avenue. 

“We know' on-campus bous¬ 
ing is an important jiart of the 
student experience,'^ said Ricli- 
ard Florizone,U ofS vice-presi¬ 
dent of finance and resources, 
“As an instkudon, we are deter¬ 
mined to provide the kinds of 
bousing options students w^anL 
need and can afford.’^ 

The U ofS invited pmjKisals 
for die residence project From 
private-sector developers in 
mid-August in order to explore 
potential development models 
diat w'ould address tlie financial 
chaienges associated witli a stu¬ 
dent housing dev elopment, said 
Florizone, A number of conijia- 
nles came forward witli pmjM>s- 
als i)ut Meridian's tlemonstrateil 
die strongest miderstandiug of 
die particular needs related to 
student housing, he said. 


“We’re excited to be working 
with die University of Saskatch¬ 
ewan,” said Colleen Wilson, a 
partner in Meridian Develop¬ 
ment Corp. “^Ve understand die 
pressures on students to find 
affordable housing in 
SaskattMin, and die university's 
desire to create an enriching 
environment and to finance and 
build projects like this on its 
ow'n.”

I leliacl 
been a successful and sought af¬ 
ter interior designer in Calgar^L 
1 lis firm, at its hei^iu sustained 
tw'o partners, twojunior design¬ 
ers and a slaH of eight {>eople. 

were doing resitlendal 
design mostly” he sav's. ^'Some 
high end commercial, but 
mosdy residential. Tliat's my 
passion for sure ” 

He taught interior design at 
Mount Ro\ al Colley, w’here he 
had comjdeted liis education a 
decade earlier, a process vvhlcli 
had begun at Ryerson Univer¬ 
sity before dial.

“Even tliough at the time I 
didn’t recognize it, it has totally 
helped form and infonn my new’ 
love of interior design.” says 
Grove. 

Wlieii Ills siiiatsu practice w’as 
cut sliort by iiyurs; interior de¬ 
sign fell liack info his lap. I le 
luitl stayed in touch with the 
business tlirougli tlie Saskatcli- 
ewan Association for Commu¬ 
nity Lisniig’s Designing Spaces 
fundraising project, participat¬ 
ing for tw'o years, when sud¬ 
denly a client knocked on his 
door. 

“Giving myself a dean, Fresh, 
start mid-career helped shake 
loose some of my old attitudes,” 
he says. “We’re living in a time 
of dramatic change where w-e 
must focus on what we’ie doing 
to tlie |)iaiiet in order to get our 
envinmments built. I liad the 
old-school attitude; if you ca n 
afford it, have it: and if you want, 
it liave it ” 
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That approach was unsus- 
tainal>le. It failed to consider 
embodied etiergvorlif'e span* lie 
says. 

"We were just tr\^irig to create 
fabulous hwjking space. Breaking 
fiom that and moving into tliifi 
raw place where I had my feet 
and hands in die groutid anti 
b ni 1 tling wit 1 1 m ate rial s tl la t were 
fmni there, really gave me a new 
outlook on iL Learning shiatsLi, 
in a more abstract w'ay, helped 
me because in shiatsii the phi¬ 
losophy is tliai your energetic 
body informs your physical 
body If you tldiik you’re sick, 
yon w'ill make yourself sick* 
Thinking is energy'* It’s not a 
pli\Tiical thing, yet it directly re¬ 
lates to liow we experience our¬ 
selves in the phy'sical w^orld.” 


In odier w'ords, iieojile hav'e 
emotional responses to their 
pliysical emdroimient, whether 
it’s memories associated w'ith 
the furniture they brought with 
them from university or had 
sliared witli others. Many cli¬ 
ents, for example, have said tliat 
their wives hated their funiitiire* 
It w'as die husband’s furniture 
before them, from a dill'erent 
time. Yet, couples kejit the fiir- 
iiiture. 

“They’re fighting against 
theniseh'es and creating disliar- 
iiiony and lliat resonates into 
how W'e act and are in tlie 
w'orld ” saj^ Grove, “Learning 
sliiatsu, getting in touch with the 
earth and being alwe at a time 
w'lien we’re really encouraged to 
tliink wisely about wiiat we’re 


tloing* I got diis whole other way 
of diinldng about it. 

“I’m more likely to say to my 
client. ’I low' much does it mean 
to you and do you like it,?’ ver¬ 
sus, 'I don’t diink it goes,’ And 
if the client loves it wee’ll find a 
w'ay to put it in there* because I 
heliev'e dial resonance is where 
heatdi lies* Even* human being 
on the planet creates a little 
s|)ace to IWe in and wdien it’s 
heaitiiy, w'e support our ow’n 
healdi.” 

Consequendy Grove lias be¬ 
come a proponent of natural 
materials diatinirumiaEehann to 
die einironmenl. A wim>1 car[>et 
w'idi jute backing, for example, 
is a renew'able resource. The 
glue may be less renew'able, but 
it’s only one element among eve- 
rv'tliing else from w'liich the car¬ 
pet is made* 

“Wlien I put tliat carjict in die 
dum[> when I’m done with it, 
I’m gouig to feel a lot better dian 
I w'ould have if I had put a laliii- 
lous riyion carjiei in the dump. 
Wool and jute goes back into die 
soil. 

“We used to tliink about ’cra¬ 
dle-tfi-grave’ life spans lor ob¬ 
jects, liut now it’s ^CTatUe to cra- 
tlle’, the cradle being the eardi, 
fnmi w'hich we take all die tna- 
terials diat w'e manipulate to cre¬ 
ate our stuff — and it’s got to go 
back to die earth. Wlien vou 
look at it (dial way), tlie dump’s 
not the last diiiig tliat liappens 
to tmr stuff* It’s just part of tliat 
[>rocess of it gtiingback into die 
eardi* 


“I think of that when I’m de¬ 
signing*” he expiaiiis.

“I just love it” he says, “I like 
the huiiiaiiness tifdiese spaces, 
It’swliere life is; family life,per¬ 
sonal life.

Homeowners make decisions 
about adding more space to 
their existing home or chang¬ 
ing window' siies and shaj[>es« 
Some jmyectji can be Ijaiulled 
by the liomeouiier. Odien may 
be ovenviieltnitigor tot) compli¬ 
cated to tackle without |>rofes- 
sioiial expertise. But wliich de¬ 
sign professional is tlie right one 
for the job - an interior designer 
or interior dectjrator? 

Tlieit seems to be confusion 
over dieroleof diese pnifession- 
als. Ofteiu people use tlie tle- 
scriptions intenchangeably. Bt)di 
professions are essential to die 
design industr)'. but there are 


significant variations in die serv'- 
ices each provides. 

What is the difference? 

Marian Hoffos, owner of 
I lolIida}‘*Scott Interiors Design 
S tad io, s a) s the inos t telling di f 
ference is the education and 
professional designation, 

‘‘An interior designer must 
have post seamdar)' education 
from an ac-credited insdtution or 
design school ” says lloffos, 
■^This Includes a a>nibination of 
education plus work experi¬ 
ence. w'hich in Saskatchewan is 
a HI illinium of seven years. Pro¬ 
fessional affiliation with an In¬ 
terior Design Association is alst) 
a rec|uiremenL” 

As past president of die Inte¬ 
rior Designers Association of 
Saskatchewan (IDAS), Iloffos 
says die Association hel|>s stu¬ 


dents by pmviding mentoriiliip 
and guidance tlirough a manda¬ 
tor)' numiier of Certified Edu¬ 
cation Units, 

Wlien a student reaches the 
combined education and work 
exfierieiice level, they complete 
a writ ten exam offered through 
die National Council for Inte¬ 
rior Design Qualification 
(NCIDQ), Ceilification by 
NCtDQprovides die legal end- 
dement of Professional Interior 
Designer. 

An interior decorator, on the 
other hand, does not require 
accreditadon, aldiougli decora- 
tors often bring wiUi diem a con¬ 
siderable wealth of education 
and experience. Individuals 
may enrol in courses or classes 
in interior decoration to aug¬ 
ment their creative flair. 


What services and 
professional skills guide 
each field? 

I loffos describes an interior de¬ 
signer as a planner of space 
wathbi a built shell. 

“I measure die space and de¬ 
termine die mechanicals for die 
floor plans ” says Iloffos. "Tlie 
[)lans includes the design for die 
millwork, ligluing, speciality 
wall finishes and jilumbing,^’ 
An interior designer must be 
know'ledgeable of building 
codes, egress and fire code re¬ 
quirements, w'liile protecting 
die fife, liealdi, safety and w'el- 
fare ofihe puiilic. 

Hiring an interior designer 
from die ver\' beginning of die 
project, prior to tlie contractor, 
gives a liotiieovvner an opportu¬ 
nity to figure out their needs 
before die design occurs.

Happy Grove, owner of HAPPYLIVING- 
SPACE Interior Design Studio, defines decor as

Hoffos also advises diat, in tlie case ofiulerior 
designers, check if diey have errors and omis¬ 
sions insurance, Workers Gompaisaiion coi'cr- 
age, and general office liability insurance. As 
members oi l DAS, lliey tnust have dtese. Slie also 
suggests asking for references for similar scaled 
prf jecLs and tilling the referL'iLces.

Arclii- 
teci Bill Edwards nf>ies diat the 
great room* a design conce[>t 
tliat many see as a new trend, ac¬ 
tually is an older concept that is 
making a comeback* 

Our domestic sj>ace affects us 
psychologically, too. It afTects 
our perception of density', pri¬ 
vacy and control, factors tliat 
directly relate to the ways in 
whicl i W'e feel stress in our lives. 
Even w'lien living wathin a dense 
environment* which we seek out 
to fulfill our social needs, we still 
desire pri\^cy in our personal 
spaces to make us feel healtliy 
and sustained. Our homes are 
where we exercise control over 
our Iwes. 

The quality of light tliat en¬ 
ters our homes also has a signifi¬ 
cant impact* Just ask anyone 
who suffers from seasonal aflec- 
tive disorder. But even for 
w'hose who don't, ids know'ii 
that natural light improves 
mood. A wide sjjectrum of light 
at high intensity makes us 


liap[)y. In our Saskatchewan 
winters, we are exjK>sed to less 
natural light hut designers have 
a w'onderful assortment of tools 
for compensating witli an ever- 
ex|)anding array artificial light 
cl 10ices. Designing with light is 
becoming a gniwing trend* 

Lamps amf fixtures can make 
amijient light feel softer, sjiaces 
larger, , 4 ddmg more control 
over lighting can helj> adjust the 
mood of die room, creating a 
more appropriate atmosphere 
for night and dav 

Liglii lechnoltig)^ ma>^ be even 
more lielpful in the future* Col¬ 
oured lights tliat subtK' diange 
tone according to the time of 
day, or your mood, can match 
yo ur c ircadian r hy tlinis and c re* 
ate a healtliier environment. 

Related to li^it, colours j>lay 
a role, too, Ligluer colours make 
our ceilings seem taller, our 
nioms wider, our siiaces more 
o[>en. Darker colours feel lowier, 
smaller, iiarmw'er and endosed. 
Colours also influence the wa%^ 
we perceive humidity temj>era- 
ture and aroma. Orange isn’t 
just a “w'ami” ct>loiir, it actually 
makes you feel warmer. Pink 
makes you believe tliat w^iatev'er 
youVe eating at tlie moment is 
sw'eeter. 

Our interiors provide stabil¬ 
ity in our lives. Tlie outside 
world can diange, but wt ejqrect 
our liomes to w'elcome us back 
into our familiar environments,

“I didn’t come into itdoii^ tliat,” site says. 
“I came into it being a lawyer, but I’ve al¬ 
ways been creative, long before I became a 
lawyer, and was invohed in the faslilon in¬ 
dustry, Tlie fasltion industiy^ and home de^ 
cor go I land in liand.” 

Wilson’s first design liap[>ened almost by 
accident. One oflier husband’s residential 
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prcyects needed a different j>er5ipectK'e.T!ie 
design seemed just i^nt quite riglit, and ev^e- 
r)^one involved in the project was stymied. 

“He said 'Ffl liave to get somebodj^ else 
to do it - you. Tliat w^as the beginning. Since 
diem Pve been ver>' involved. Tluu goes i>ack 
12 years already. My whole [>ersonality is 
creative” 

Working exclusively for Meridian Devel¬ 
opment and Mid-West Development Corpo- 
ratioru Wilson designs the interiors of some 
of Saskatoon’s most prominent buildings. 
Tlie King Georgs Hotel conversion dow'n- 
tow'ii, die award-winning I lideaway in-fill de¬ 
velopment in Nutana, and tiie Luxe ctnido- 
mininm development on Bnjatiway are part 
of Wilson’s ijortiblio, as well as projects in

Edmonton, Vancouv er and Seattle. Wliile 
Meridian’s fijcus is more tow^ard residential 
Mid-We St’s projects tap into Wilson’s com¬ 
mercial desigti and decorating skills. 

“I tliink that commercial sf)aces have liad 
a huge impact on residential design,” she 
says. “Look at this whole loft, urban living 
concepL A lot of diat came out of industrial 
design and adaptiv e re-use of space.” 

The industrial components from these 
projects create an edg)\ urban look that de¬ 
signers then began to create delil>erateh'.site 
exjilalns. Now, style is shifting tow'aRl some¬ 
thing sliglidy more elegant. 


“WeVe gf jing to be designing and finish¬ 
ing one of the |>entliouses at Luxe. A lot of 
the ideas that the diree of us have on the 
drawing hoard for die interiors liave come 
out of diings duit weVe seen commercially. 
Commercial design is liugely imjHutanL 

“Probably one of die biggest trends dial’s 
had an imfiact on residential design is die 
wdiole hotel look,” slie adds. “Decorating 
hotels is actually commercial design. It’s not 
residential design, ev en diough die end user 
uses it as a place to stay. Tliat whole bou¬ 
tique liotel look has had a huge impact on 
residential design ” 

Frequently, commercial and residential 
space blend togedier,she says. For example, 
restauraiits, boutique sliops and hotels of- 
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ten try to cajilure a residentiiil 
st\1e to help gitestis feel cotiifbrt- 
able.

Echoing the sentiments of 
majiyclesigneni, Wilson finds tluU 
inspiration often comes fnnn be¬ 
ing ex}>osed to (jtlier places and 
cTihures. Trav^eL whetlier to exotic 
and liisioric cities such as Paris or 
Barcelona, a bustling metropolis 
like New York City, or modern 
urban centres like Vancouver and 
Las Vegas* lets Wilson sviitbeslze 
old and new world ideas and in- 
corjK>rate design elements and 
stales in refreshing comb in at ions. 

'"One of the tilings tliat I love 
about travel is to see all the build¬ 
ings.” she says. ^^Wlien we were 
in Paris, a few years ago, tliere’s 
this hotel tliat I really wanted to 
go and see, tl»e I lotel Kldier, It’s not um of 
die high profile hotels, but it’s a fabulous, 
beautiful hoteh It’s been used on Etiovie sets. 
It w'as tlie hotel tliat tlie Kennedys loved to 
stay at when they were on less-public trips.” 

Located near tlie Eiffel Towier, the Kl^ber 
features traditional stonew^ork, oniatelv’ 
painted walls, marble floors, solid oak wood- 
w'ork* a glass dome, rich falirics and Bohe- 
iiiian crv'stal chaiKlelier ctimbined to create 
a distinctive and w’^anii atmos[}here. Among 
its otlier amemties availalile to guests, die luh 
tel lias a mof top deck overlooking dow'n- 
town Paris. Tliat hotel became tlie inspira¬ 
tion for the rebirtli of Saskatoon’s venerable 
King George I loieL

Tlie new' King George will 
have bugp, incredible windows, 
says Wilson. Tlie exterior of tlie 
building will be completed witli a 
disdnclive Frendl flair. 

'That all came out of tliat trip 
to Paris, li may be more like die 
George VI lotel in Paris dian like 
tlie original King George, but it 
still hearkens back to die Euro¬ 
pean arclntectural references tliat 
are part of our Canadian liistorv;” 
“I think Saskatoon is really 
becoming a more and more pmgressive city 
in terms tiftlesigii,” slie adds. “We’vealways 
had a ver\' rich ap[>reciation for culture. Peo¬ 
ple are travelling a lot now'. Tliey absorb a 
lot wiien thev travel.” 

Tlie entire province is coming into its 
owTi, she sa)'s. ConsequeiiiH: tlie jieople wdio 
live here have a greater acceptance and de¬ 
sire for die styles ami influences diey see ^o- 
bally. 

Wliat we’re seeing elsew-here influences 
how w^e lnter[)inet style here. We liave avoided 
falling into tlie trap of siiiijily copying wiiat 
we see in otlier places. 

“Wliat looks absolutely |ierfect in NeW' 
York W'On’t look absolutely perfect in 
Acapulco,” says Wilson, “You can go and see 
the most fabulous Mexican villa built some¬ 
where on the Mexican Riviera, but you 
wouldn’t come and build that here. It would 
look completely out of place.” 


tmaginative flair shows in the choice of basire and 
fauceb in the Murano. Each one is dffferent. 

When the King George opens next year, 
it will incoq>orate a roof deck witli an out¬ 
door kitchen and green spaces.

The Parisienne Influence will also influ¬ 
ence the King Getirge in odier ways.

The Luxe Condos on 
Broadway 

If plans for Broadway’s newest commer¬ 
cial and residential condominium devel¬ 
opment seem to reinind you of an episode 
of CSl Miami^it’s probably no ^iccideiit* 

'^One of the big influences For ttiat builcl- 
iiig came Jtoiu South Beacli in Miami ” says 
Clolieen Wilson* ‘‘‘Tlie fins ()n dial building 
came from diat Art Deco influence, yet we 
cliclnl want somediing diat looked just like 
\bami sitting in die middle oFBroadw'a). So, 
we clianged it with die colours and with die 
iron work and die use of stone - natural col¬ 
ours frtnii the prairies* We wanted it to have 
a contemjiorary' eilge, because Bniadway is 
very eclectic. 

“It^s a ven' eclectic liioking sti'eet* Wlien 
\T)u get into some of die neigliljourlioods oft" 
Broadw'aj^ wiiere die houses are all cliarac- 
ter homes, you’ve got to be more careful. 
Wien w'e built Tlie Hideaway, we didn’t 
want to put a glass and steel structure, but 
on Broaclv\^y, you’ve got more leeway be¬ 
cause its so eclectic.” 

The Luxe w'ent dirough tjuite a Few trails- 
foniiations before the final design was set¬ 


tled, says Wilson. Althougti at times it had 
become somew hat oFa controversial devel¬ 
opment “ Broadw ay is one of tliose districts 
with a sliared sense of ownership among all 
the citizens of Saskatoon - Wilson and her 
partners w^erecommitted to coming up widi 
a design tliat WT>uld blend w'el widi die street 
and complement die neiglilHiurlKHid, while 
remaining economically Feasible, 

The Hideaway 
Arts & Crafts Meets 
Modem 

In designing The Hideaway residential 
condominium in Nutana, Wilson consid¬ 
ered the cliaracter of the neigbbouriiood 
and jinagined the kind of people who 
would live there. 

She atid Miller knew that a suitable design 
would liave to com[irise traditional elements. 
Tliey looked to tlie Arts and Crafts movement 
for the exterior. 

"We used that as a reference point,” saj^ 
Wilson, ''4)ut wflien it actually came to die 
colouis we didn’t stay comfiletely true, be¬ 
cause a lot of the Arts and Crafts interiors 
were very tbrk, with very tlark wimkI, anti we 
didn’t want diem to be that dark inside,”

Instead, they chose colours that would 
blend widi and reflect tfie natural envimn- 
m ent o F tl i e Sa ska tcl \ evvan setting. Altl lougl i 
die design has elements to stniiellung very^ Lra- 
ditiimal, it’s not in a staid way, says Wdsori. 

“It’s very new^ looking. Wlien we did the 
model, we did what we al ways try to do when 
we build. We tr\' to put ourselves in die head 
space of the person wlio would be living 
diere.TbLs is die person wlio wants dieirown 
identity, with dielr ow'n bouse, hut probably 
lias a lifestyle tliat diey don’t want to be mar¬ 
ried to dieir house, they don’t want to l>e look¬ 
ing after a big yaid. We diouglit about the 
character of people who like to live near 
Braadw'ay area. M ost of rfiem are fairly crea¬ 
tive jieople, Fairly well-travelled people. We 
tlmu^it somebody w'ho Iwes here mi^it like 
this condominium life style because they 
travel a lot, but they sbll want a definition of 
tlieir own home. We were tiy^ing to make it

Angela Sclmitzler, design corisult- 
anl with Unique Lighting, says 
younger jieople are buying liouses 
now. 

“It’s not Grandma’s crystal or 
Grandma^s Tifi'any any more, she 
says. “We have wanner colours and 
Tiflany shades made with jade 
stone." 

Materials used in &xtures and the 
combinations of textures used to- 
gpdier have resulted in eye-catching 
dramatic lighting. 

“Sliells are the newest tiling," 
Schnltzler says. “WeVe seeing lots 
of natural materials, like wood, shells, 
rattans, stone and marljle. Lots of 
tliingi painted to look like more natu¬ 
ral materials like grasses " 

“We’re seeing cry stal with fabric, 
a lot," Loreia says. “Fabric shades 
witli ciy’stal hanging l^elow. Some¬ 
times there are square or rectang^i- 
lar t>'|)e sliades with crv'stal or Just 
round drum shades with ciy^stal ac- 
cents. Some of die more modern, 
contemjxiraiy- cry stal, die frames are 
mostly Iridden and tlie ciy^stal w'ill 
form die shajje." 

As for die bulbs, diere are entire 
energ}^ efiiciency sections in the 
lighting catalogues. Sev'eral of the 
fixtures are manufactured to fit any 
bulb. I lalogen bulbs seem to be the 
most popular and are av ailable in d li¬ 
ferent sliaiies to suit the fixtures.

What are the elements that define 
Saskatoon interior design style to 
you? 

Zvacek: Saskatoon is hungry for more iti terms 
ofuiterior design and is making a name for itself 
in die interior design industry. Saskatoon inte¬ 
rior design blends togedicr urban and rural cle- 
sign and lifestyle influences. The people of 
Saskatoon don’t want to become so "^big city” 
that diey lose dieir rural iiornmunity nrietitated 
roots. 

Saskatoon residents love the sense ofratnily 
and (^omniuiiity dial aimes from our rural roots 


and are always looking for ways toallow for pm- 
l^e to Ixtler interact thriuighciiit rooms in their 
hollies. Hence, creating more open concept liv* 
ings|)aces, where peofile in manydilferenl rooms 
can iiito^act widi one anodier., wldiout bciiig con- 
fined to one small room. We Ve defruiteiy seen a 
trend where jx^ople are steering away from liav- 
ing sucli formal rooms and having more of a 
casual interai'tive floor [ilao, (Xir Saslcatoon di- 
eiits want to create inviting warm environnieiiLs 
that are conifortablc and praclit^l widi a tondi 
of sninediing s)>eciaL 

Kurylyk; 1 believe die key element is the beau¬ 
tiful river dial runs dirougli our city. This is 
wiiere we gadier widi friends and frmBy to cujm' 
so many pleasures, from a leisurely stroll to nu¬ 
merous seasonal activities that take place along 
the river liaiik, U is an amai^ing and beautiful 
dcmiitown that will only gut butter wkh all die 
new de^'clopineni we are seeing. When walking 
aJuiig Meew^asin Trail, it is apparent him' we still 
have die small town feel as you arc greeted by 
many people widi a smile and friendh' “heilo,’^ 
VVliedier tradiuonal or contem[>orary'- it is the 
simple pleasures w^e eujoy as Saskatonians dial 
is t'oimnunicated dirougli our design style as an 
uiicoiiiplicaicd elegance. We all liave our 
111litjue style, and when conibinetl with die nec¬ 
essary balance ami hamiony the possibilities are 
endless. 


Grove; Style is a wiird used to deuTibe die 
wliole of the decisions made tliat result in our 
built eiivironnient. 1 hese are die rdationsliips 
between [x^rson, place,and time. Drilled into us 
at school is die idea diat die best design is found 
in nature. Wlieii we look to nature, ive can see 
systems diat have adapted beautiful] v to suppeat 
our interface with the natural, piwsical wTirld. AU 
design is ostensil)ly for so it Is for nature and 
widiin nature that style develojis. Vet in our in- 
fonnation age, where so much iiifonnaiioii is in¬ 
stantly available, many stales are open In us, yet, 
style becomes a wry personal and unique diing. 

PLACE; Our [ilace has many attributes, sudi 
as Icvelness, openness, subdeness and isolation. 
Our place lias its own miique colour palette, in¬ 
digenous materials, and resources. It is wiien we 
embrace our location, w^heti wxlook to it to lead 
us in material and colour choices, use of tcxlure. 
etc, that we begin to develop our own style. This 
style wall be unique to each, yet gniiindcd ami 
unified in this place. 

TIM E: Not many notable building influences 
since die late 5 fls. This fact is w'orkiiig well in 
our favor. W^e stand at a critical time where die 
decisions we will make about our built etiviron- 
inem today will aflect geiierauoiis to come. We 
aie at a time when strong leadersliip, ttniragu. 
and strength are needed tn our pbuiiing and 
ajiproval process, so we will pimidc hedtliy 
buildings and interior eiiviroiiiiiciiis widi low^ 
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cuibotJiLtl energy's and scnsiuvUy Ln die deple* 
don of otir natural rcsnurces. 

PEOPLE: Tills is where die unique and indi¬ 
vidual qualidcs arc seen, as no two of us arc die 
sanie. As a designer, I strive to understand die 
fatmlics I design sjiaee for, so their wants and 
needs are addressed witldn. This approach lias 
allowed me to exjilore and rcinter|)ret clifTerent 
loob and styles, ereating individual interiors 
iinicpidy suited to dieelieiiL 

The biggest fear 1 have is that we becoiiic a 
generic city, witli all die sanie stores and oudets 
as every oilier city on die con due nt. Same aH 
odier bigger cities image does not equal style, at 
least not style unique to us as people living in 
Saskatchewan, or more specificaily Saskatoon, 
Do we really need aim die r Tim Horton’s? Do 
they need one in Kandahar? Also, a pervasive de¬ 
velopment sirategv' ofminimining costs ei[iialsno 
st)'{e.Jnst l<x)k at Persejilione dlieatre - the best 
lot in town, and die dty ap[)rnves a grey box ... 
no art, no spirit, no longevity 


Where would you say Saskatoon 
style has its origins? 

Zvacek: We all know a large percentage of Sas- 
katdieiii^i residence liave rural roots and maiw 
of tliem liave migrated to larger Saskatclimvan 
eeniers such a^ Saskatoon, bringing vvitli lliem 
tlieir pra<‘iicality and sense of community. In 
turn, Sasbumn re^sidence are looking to larger 
callers such as C'algaiy, Vamuiuver aud'Toronto, 
wlierctlie design industry is more devefojied Jn 
wlucli to pull resources back to Sasbtchewaii. 
As sudi, diis creates the mix betwieen die rural 
and urban design iuQuences in Sasbtoon. 

Kurylyk; As prairie people, it dates back to our 
fanning communities. You would wivrk hard and 
gel togetlier around the kitchen table to eaL drink 
and converse. We have a sfiecial connettioii to 
our land now and In the days gone by. We still 
continue to be a close-knit commuiuty evien 
iliougli we have growai immensely and wc show¬ 


case this til rough our great style as die little 
“Paris” of the [iralries. 

Grove: Where Sasbtoon is excelling is in its 
drive to keep the inner citj- vital and active by 
encouraging more live/work, spaces, as seen in 
die loft conversions of late. Tins is abo inherent 
in some neigh ho urliood incentive prograins for 
new residents, as in Fliversdab 

Do you see any major upcoming 
design trends, in general, and 
unique to Saskatoon in particular? 

Zvacek: The entire design industiy is seeing a

What room in the house would 
you say is the focal point of the 
house and why?

1 nstead of die fo¬ 
cal [mint just being the kitchen it is now on die 
main living area, which may include die kitdien^ 
lining and dining rmiiiis* Again going badt to die 
sense of cmiimui lily, people want to establish es- 
jicdally in die jiublir areas of their home ait o]}en 
liiiiigconccjit. 1 should make a note that diougli 
die sense of community is [irevalent bi public

Even In older liomes, many people want 
to o[mn up these formerly closed in public sj^aces 
to simulate the open feel many of die new homes 
are being built with.

Grove: Tlicre is no one answer to diis ques¬ 
tion. In essence, it is the family dial dt^eriiiines 
die focal piiinu I always try^ to ex|>lore and un- 
deisUiiid these energetic qualities or bdiefs, so 
as Lo sujiport tlie family needs widiin the design 
solutions.

What is your favourite room in the 
house to design or decorate?

What are some of your favourite 
styles of interior design or furnish¬ 
ing?

The 
Bauliaus concept v\^ born in the early years of 
die ceiituR' and did not explode into intcnia- 
tional prominence undl after World War 1. It was 
a time for new ideas, A time for cliange tliat is 
simple y el funciiojjaJ. 

I also (jiiiie enjoy Italian Modern which is a 
union orBaiilians and Art Decn, It is very' con- 
te[iijH>rar\’ uidi a liigh style factor, I was very for* 
tunale to l isii Italy last year to sec the most aniaz- 
ing arciutectural buildings and furnisliiiigs. You 
really are awe struck when you exficricnce die 
amazing wonders of Rome, Pompei, 
Sorrento, Milan, and die numerous odicr cities 
and villages of Italy.

We have many great interior design 
stores tit our vibratii city and are very fortunate 
to lutve such great and unique selecdotis. 

Grove: .Marie Helenede Rothschild once said 
scKiiediinglike: Lilei^al reproduction of periods 
or st)'ics isunimaginadvc, and only niimicty'. It is 
dirougli die reiiiterprctadon of[ieriods or styles 
diat creates unique exciting and new ex|ircssions. 

This may be esjx^iaUy true within the use of 
colour, Ffsr examjde: Sj>anish style architecture 
is fine ill any lot adou, as long as it reflects the 
lionieosvners dreams and aspirations. Yet [dtik 
atid odier soft pastel stucco are nut of place in 
some locales. Eardiy and warm colours look 
iiiLich more inviting and appropriate here in 
Saskatoon dian soft pinks and oranges. 

I'in an eclectic when it conics to furniture 
styles, I lovTe good design, and pleasing lines, I 
love Beidenndtr antique furniture as much as 
tiiid rentury' nuxlern. 1 love to iiitrodiu'e some¬ 
thing unexjicacd, Fur example, in tuy library, 
fdled widi old btxiks and an old oak desk, quite 


Dickensian, 1 introduced a Charles Karnes leather 
and aluiiiuium desk chair. Kach unique element 
gives darity and focus to all. 

Are some colour schemes, wall 
materials and flooring more suit¬ 
able to Saskatoon^s interior spaces 
than other colours and materials? 

Zvacek; Furlunately,or unfortunately dejjcnd- 
ing on how you look at it. Saskatoon is in die 
vdnicr scasoji for five to six montlis of die year. 
A great option especially in Saskatoon's winter 
mondis is adding heated floors, esjiecbjly in ar¬ 
eas sudi as in your entry and batliroom, to en¬ 
sure wur toes stay warm. Because of Saskatoon^s 
winter season, having a cool colour sdieme may 
leavr die spa<^ feeling cold atid not as inviting 
es]>ecially in the winter months. Howevier, ifa 
ctx>l colour scheme is wiiat ycHi love, consider 
adding a couple of slashes of warm color 
dirougbouL your sjjacc. 

When choosing liardwood floorings and es- 
jiccially when selecting exotic flooring, be con- 
sdoiis about tiie humidity levels in your fiome. 
Ensure to ask your flooring professicMia! about 
liow die s|>ecifi€ fl miring you are ('(Hisideriiig wil) 
nithstaud our winter season and your home’s 
sjied fic 1 nil ii idi ty leve Is. 

Kurylyk: Our colour schemes tend to be more 
subdued and neutral, aldiough diere is nodting 
wrong nidi adding a piindi of colour to create 
interest and spark conversation Jn general, w'e do 
not see die same colour schemes in Saskatoon dial 
are apjiliexl in Mexico. As far as wall materials it is 
generally diywall since plastered walls are very 
cosily WaJ]]>apcr lias resurfaced and is making a 
draniadc comeback. 'Fhe newest w^alljiaper trends 
emphasize sophisdeated patterns. Wall decals can 
add interest to walls as well and if you want to 
make a focal jioint, why not add ceramic die or 
brick to a wall? Suitable flooring in Saskatoon can 
vary- from usi iig tile, vinyl, hardwoods, cair|)eting, 
even leadier. The choices are endless and varied 
and sliotild notoiily reflect [jersonalstde, but also 
take into atx'ounl the practicalLty of some prod* 
nets in certain rooms of your home. 


Grove: Materials must be carefrilly selcctctl to 
meet the functional needs, and tliinp dial work 
well in some locales don’t translate w’cU to odi- 
ers. For example, bamboo flooriiig is a great new 
alternate to wood products. The material itself 
is fast growing, durable and cost effective, yet here 
in Saskatoon our humidity levels dueiuale 
dirougbout the year, and tins causes expansion 
and shrill Id tig of tins protkict when installed on 
die fliMir. The key to succes.s is to dler your di- 
enl material choices (and discuss die friuctionaJ- 
ity of each choice) diat will stand up lo die task 
at hand, as well as the 'iiew tiling.” 

What are some of the most 
“green" or sustainable things a 
person could do to enhance their 
home? 

Zvacek: It lias been said diat your windows 
and doors are the biggest culprits for heat loss in 
your ho me. The reforc, sc lectiiig die ]>ro jicr win - 
dows and doors will help save on yxiur beating 
biU and make your home a bit greener. .As well, 
when considering purchasing new appliances, 
funiace or hot water beater, ensure you arc se¬ 
lecting j)roducts that are Energy Star or licUcr. 
Installing a pnigrainmable thermostat dial auto¬ 
matically turns down the tem|)era&ure at night 
anti back up in the nioniiiig wiD take one extra 
tiling off your mind wiien trying to reduce your 
energy coiisiunptioii. 

Adding a motion sensor ^ucet to your batli- 
rooms will ensure water is only being used wiien 
it needs to be and doesnt run while youVe brusli- 
iug your teeth, for example. Adding dual flush 
toilets and shower heads that add high-]>rcS5ure 
air to your shower water all assist in reducing 
water co 11 siimption. 

But, the quickest and cheapest w-ay to make 
your home ‘‘greener” is chaii^ig all your home’s 
ligliibulbs to com|xict fluorescent bulbs,as diey’ 
use 1 /3 less power and last 10 times as long as a 
regular bulb. 

Kurylyk: riiere is ati abtmdanrcol'grccu items 
sudi as: using a Ihierg)' Star appliances and fur* 
uace, R50 insulaLioti iti the attic along witli 
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weatiicr solar luH water systems^ Itm^ 

Rusli loilcls. j>rograiiiJiiab1c dierino stats, recy* 
cling and coiiiposl. Use green etwironinen tally 
friendly liousdidd products, tioti-toxic |>aiuts: 
and eiiergj'-efficiern bulbs to name a few. A good 
{portion of die green ideas offer rebates or GST 
exemption tlirougb die Saskatcbc\van govem- 
metu and SaskEnergy. 

Grove: Aivajrnfss firsL Again, in> easy an¬ 
swer after Be aware ofwiial you are bring¬ 
ing into your 1 ionic. Tliis goes for daily/weekly 
items as well as die bigger, perhaps one time 
purciiases. Tbe first diiiig for any cbent to de¬ 
termine is wliat dieir owm desires are in diLs 
area. If awareness and desire arc great, we 
miglu see diem already' using die least harm¬ 
ful cleaning supplies (vinegar and water, and 
baking sixla for abrasive needs will pretty 
iiuicii do every^diuig). Imagine all those [iretty 
botdes ofcoloiirfii] liquids in the cleaning isle 
of die groeen^ store - they all eventually end 
up down the drain and into our water system. 


Waldi outaboutdie new enei^y eflineiit fluo¬ 
rescent ligliL l^iJbs, as they contain itiercuni 
TTiecity wiU accept diesc widi dieir otiicr toxic 
iiiatcrial pick-ups. However, the dump has no 
facUity to dispose of these cunreiitl)'. Hieir 
policy is to include diis in the regular refuse.

Palace 

Octagon Log Home 
with Wrap-Around 
Country Views 

II mi^t be the bright red roof 
that first catches everyotte^s 
eye, but it’s die budding under 
it tliat’s tui'jijiig beads* 

When Stepfien anil Denyse 
Klette first bej^n building their 


liouse in Sih^erado Estates, uff 
Iligliway 11, 17 km i^iuth of 
Saskatoon, the sight of’ the oc¬ 
tagonal post-and-beam struc¬ 
ture rising out of the prairie 
landscape drew quite a bit of at¬ 
tention. It would liave been an 
impressive sight, even from the 
higlm'ay, but ujj dose and before 
any waDs were erected, the tall 
cedar |K>sts taperitig upwanls 
from the roots looked like a 


newly-fiirmed forest sjiroutitjg 
for die sky No wonder die cou¬ 
ple was coiLstantly shooing awa)' 
curious trespassers. 

“We bodi liave always loved 
die look and feel of a logs P xsays 
Denyse, a Saskaloon-bom ardst. 
“Also, we didn’t want to build a

Tl^ey were relialjle 
to w (irk with and able to stjueeKc 
it into our time frame. Even'one 
from RCM and Cascade were 
incredible to work witli." 

For all tlieir cliann, sty le and 
strengtlk jK>st-and-beam build¬ 
ings are rare in Saskatdiewan. 
Builders and contractors with 
I lie knowiedge and exjiertise to 
huild this tyjie ofhou.se are few^ 
and far between. Tlie Klettes 
found that they had to develo[> 


die skiy tliemselves. Tlie ex^ie- 
rience has helped Stephen ex- 
i>and his electrical contracting 
business into home building, 
specialiring in post-and^beam 
construction. 

If s been a year since Stephen 
and Denyse, started construc¬ 
tion. They exjiect d ie house w ill 
be ready to move into before 
Christmas.

Willingdon Place 

Historic Cul-De-Sac 
Has Character and 
Charm 

Stuck 111 ms]] lioiir LrafCc on 
Idylwyld Drive, it’s easy to 
miss a unique slice of Saska¬ 
toon’s history. Willingdon 
Place comprises a dozen [leriod 
homes surrouttding a short 
IxHilevard tucked among the 
trees abutting tlie east side oFtlie 
grounds of Caswell SchooL 
Tills tiny street is a quiet enclm e 
that stands out for its unusual 
character, even witliin a |>ictur" 
esque neighbourhood like 
Caswell I lilL Tlie only way m or 
out is from Uiylwrid, and only 
from the southbound lanes of 
that busy tborouglifare. Ifs a 
short two-block walk from 
Ashworth-Holmes Park, the 
green space lliat most people 
associate as the centre of 
Caswell Hill. 

On tlie whole, the mere men- 
titm of Caswell Hill invokes vi¬ 
sions of the wide boulevards 
that pass through the tieigh- 
bourlux>d. Along with tlie beau¬ 
tiful heritage homes and 
churches, the heavily treed 
streets set the tone lor tlie char¬ 
acter and charm tliat cvery'fine 
associates ivith the area. Al¬ 
though fewqieople have liad tlie 
op|K>rtutiity to see it first hantl, 


the cui-de-sac in Willingdon 
Place is among tlie most beaud- 
ful boule\m^ds in tlie city. 

In fact, die short street pro¬ 
vides a unique example of the 
first creseent-sliaped develop¬ 
ment in Saskatoon. The 12 
lumses on Willingdon Place 
were tie signed by local arcliitect 
Frank P. Martin and completed 
in 1927 and 1928, some 22 
years after the Caswell I lill sub- 
dhnsion w'as established. Each 
is a prime example of die Arts 
and Crafts Movement djat was 
|>opubr in Canada in the 192{)s 
and 1930s. At die dme ofco!i- 
struction, the homes were 


{placed on die market for $6,35€ 
to $7,000 each ($79,850 to 

$88,000 in 2008 dollars)^ 

The Caswell Hill Local Area 
Pkin notes that residenLs have a 
strong desire to maintain die 


character of the housing witliin 
tlie neiglihourliood. Tliey are 
concerned with infill develop¬ 
ment being constructed that 
does not respect die character of 
die hoasing tliat already exists.

By wimi standards do we 
edit die staff’of our lives? 

Ill a world where trends are 
[>er[>etually shifting and televi¬ 
sion |)ersonalities are paid to is¬ 
sue deceptiveh' wittyjutigiueuts 
iiliout what we w ear and liow^ wt 
live^ it^s not suqirislng that we 
lack confidence about our 
clioices. This is whv' we need 
designers. Tliey are our media¬ 
tors^ navigators and negotiators 
in a W'orld of options. As some 
of die w'drld's best problem solv¬ 
ers, they bring fresh eyes, new 
ideas, raw^ intuition and a \ol of 
experience into the process. 
Tliey ask us simple questions 
(wiiich we often struggle to an- 
sw'er) about our liabits. our life- 
st)'^les, our likes and dislikes and 
our budget. They will probably 
ask wliy W'e thought it w^as a 
good idea to paint thebatlimom 
jiurpte. And dienthey wilJ help 
us cliange it. 

It’s a rare client {although 
diey do exist) who wiioleheart- 
edly surrenders the decisions 
and die budget to the designer, 
I Inw' many of us, for example, 
^vt our hairdressers c'oinpletely 
free rein? We usually provitle 
some instructions, albeit v'ague 
and fiapliazard ones: a little off 
the top but not too short. 
Household interiors are far 
more complex, all need 
kitchens, bedrotmis and hatli- 
moms, imt our perceptions of 
liow we truly use and occupy 
them may be part reality and 


part illusion, Tlie once-a-montli 
chef may demand a professional 
kitchen, butdaih* practical con¬ 
cerns will dictate otlierwise. So, 
designers ex|)ect us as tlieir di* 
ents to be bodi students of, and 
partici[)ants in, a collahoraiive 
[>rocess. We need to he suffi¬ 
ciently self-aw'are to make giK^I 
decisions* We also need to he 
pre|>ared to reconsider old 
of diinking and doing. And we 
should be brutally honest witli 
ourselves about w'hat w^e can ah 
ford and wliat we tmh^ need. If 
we can’t do at least tliat, then 
we’re not gtjing to get much out 
of the design process except an 
interior destined for its next 
overliaul and a lingering sense 
of an opportunity missed. 

Designers are sometimes fms- 
trated hy die op|K>sing forces of 
diem expectations and availaJjle 
budget. They are even more 
Finstrated liy clients who surren¬ 
der their personal aestJietic to 
someone else’s. A picture from 
a magazine can he a great start¬ 
ing point for trvting to explain 
what you mean hy "I’d like a 
warm, w'elcoming space”hut die 
best design is still going to come 
from an individual resjxnise to 
deefdy personal questions, like, 

- ■ When you return home after a 
had day, wliere in \tmr home do 
you go ibr solace?” Perfiaps all 
of the interior design w^edl ever 
need is embodied in a comfort¬ 
able chair, a window' and a gCM:jd 
cu[> of tea.
